Wrestling Federation? Wouldn't it be great to know that when you spend 

money on WWF pay-per-views, WWF magazines, WWF video games, 
and WWF foam middle fingers that you're really putting money in your own pocket? 
Wouldn't it be outrageous to be able to look at the Nielsen ratings and say, without 
being accused of being an overzealous fan, that we kicked WCW’'s butt this week? 
How about picking up the day's mail and finding an annual report from Titan Sports, 
breaking down the company's financial statements and offering you an opportunity 
to select its board of directors? 

Well, that fantasy might soon become a reality if the World Wrestling 
Federation’s reported plan to trade its stock publicly comes to fruition. According to 
Variety, the WWF hopes to raise $150-million by offering a minority stake in the 
company’s stock. Ultimately, the report said, the public offering would bring the 
value of the WWF to $750-million. 

And a few of those dollars might actually be mine! 

|, Stu Saks, own the WWF. That's the way people who own stock speak about the 
companies in which they invest. | own Microsoft. | own America Online. All you need to 
do is purchase a minimal amount of shares and you, too, can get in on the fun. Now, 
let's all take a deep breath and maybe a bit of reality will enter our bodies by accident. 
This isn’t about fun. We're talking money. Your money, my money. Serious stuff. 

lf, indeed, the WWF goes public (and the very serious Bear Stearns is underwrit- 
ing the offering), you may want to get in on the action. Now I'm not a financial wiz- 
ard and, in fact, | don’t know much, but | do know that if you invest money to be 
cool, you're an idiot. If you have a need to look cool, invest your money in a sports 
car. At least you can show a car off around town. You can't go around showing off 
a stock certificate; that most certainly is not cool. 

lf, on the other hand, you truly believe investing in the WWF is a sound financial 
choice, you might want to take a shot at it. There are those who will say that the 
WWF, like the publicly traded Green Bay Packers and Boston Celtics, is banking 
on the fanaticism of its patrons to inflate the value of its stock. And while that may 
be true, there is a big difference between publicly traded sports teams (which gen- 
erally don’t make much money for their investors) and the WWF. The upside 
growth in sports teams is somewhat limited. While there are more revenue streams 
now than ever before in all sports, and the TV contracts are astronomical, the play- 
ers’ salaries keep escalating, as does the competition for the public's entertainment 
dollars. The WWF, meanwhile, has evolved to the point at which it probably earns 
more money from ancillary income (licensing, publishing, merchandising, etc.) than 
it does the actual wrestling events. It is not only working hard to produce even more 
sources of revenue, but to also tap into the remaining public that never before con- 
sidered spending time and money on wrestling, er, sports entertainment. 

Would | invest in the WWF? I'm not going to say. But ! will say this: A few years 
ago, when the WWF was struggling to survive in the war with WCW, | remember 
writing something like this. “If the WWF were trading on the stock market, this would 
be the ideal time to invest. Its value is low, but the letters W-W-F still represent the 
brand name in this business—and it still has Vince McMahon calling the shots.” 

Now the question is this: Has the WWF's popularity peaked and would investing 
be wise at this time? Ask 10 people: Five will say yes and five will say no. You do 
what you think is best. But take this seriously. You should set financial goals for 
yourself and know what you can afford to lose. Remember, wrestling people know 
how to sell. You have to know how to say no. 
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Steve Austin finally got his 
revenge on The Rock at WrestleMania 
XV. Ric Flair won his unprecedented 
14th world heavyweight title at WCW 
Uncensored. Toz barely escaped with 
both his life and his title at ECW Living 
Dangerously. 

The editors of PW! featured those 
three cards as their 1999 supercards 
in the special August '99 issue. Not 
everyone agreed with our picks. 

“| think you were right on when 
you made Uncensored and Living 
Dangerously two of your supercards 
for 1999.” wrote Jamie Bowin of 
Seatile, “But your inclusion of 
WrestleMania XV is a travesty. That 
wasn't. a WrestleMania; that was 
barely adecent Raw.” 

“ECW stepped up to the plate once 
again and hit a home run,” wrote 
Patrick Temple of Ridley Park, 
Pennsylvania. “Uncensored and 
WrestleMania were okay, but Living 
Dangerously was the bomb.” 

“All ican say is | was able to 
watch Ric Flair pin Hollywood Hogan 
to win the WCW World title,” e-mailed 
Colin Cork of Boston.

In 
one of the most tragic moments in 
professional wrestling history, Owen 
Hart, dressed as his superhero 
alter-ego, The Blue Blazer, fell 
approximately 50 feet to his death 
while descending from the rafters. 

“We at the WWF are saddened 
by the tragic accident that occurred 
here tonight,” Vince McMahon 
said during a press conference 
held after the Over the Edge pay- 
per-view. “We don’t have any 
answer as to why this happened. 
There is an ongoing investigation.” 

The Raw following Owen's 
death will go down as the most 
touching professional wrestling 
program ever. The show, broad- 
cast live from the Kiel Center in St. 
Louis, was a two-hour tribute to 
Hart. Hunter Hearst Helmsley, 
Jeff Jarrett, Mark Henry, and 
“Road Dogg” Jesse James were 
among the many WWF wrestlers 
and employees who talked about 
their memories of Owen before a 
nationwide audience, perhaps 
making it easier for all of us to deal 
with Owen's death. 

The WWF took harsh criticism 
for its decision to continue with 
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Over the Edge following Hart's 
accident, but the following night's 
Raw certainly made up for it. The 
WWF should be commended on 


It's hard to believe that Owen Hart is 
no longer with us.

It 
sure is dull watching Nitro get drubbed 
in the ratings every week while Raw 
seemingly sets viewership records 
every Monday night. On May 10, Raw 
scored a whopping 8.1 composite rat- 
ing, with an incredible 9.2 for the six- 
man tag team match overrun. The 
WWE was unopposed for this show, as 
Nitro was pre-empted for the NBA 
playoffs, but head-to-head, profession- 
al wrestling squashed professional bas- 
ketball, which drew a meager 1.4 rat- 
ing. May I be the first to say, “The war 
is over’? 

Shut up! Another time-honored 
wrestling tradition fell by the wayside 
on May 8 at the ECW Arena in South 
Philly: Sign Guy Dudley spoke. 

For those of you unfamiliar with 
ECW or Sign Guy Dudley, the man 
doesn’t speak. Instead, he communi- 
cates his feelings by writing them on 
signs. 

SGD broke his silence after Axl 
Rotten and Mahoney grabbed the 
house mike and demanded a shot at 
Buh Buh Ray and D-Von Dudley’s 
tag team title (actually, it happened 
about two hours before the card, 
when Sign Guy told me not to use 
the men’s room because the toilet 
was backed up). Sign Guy came to 
the ring and informed the chal-

lengers that they wouldn’t be getting 
their blankity-blanking title shot 
tonight, and they would have to wait 
for the blankity-blank pay-per-view 
on May 16. 

No sooner were the words out of 
his mouth when Mahoney started 
bouncing chairs off SGD’s head. 

Next time, Mr. Dudley should 
choose his words more carefully. 

Is he meshugana? “Be a man, 
Goldberg! This is your chance to see 
how bad you really are!” These are the 
words of the Grande Wrestling 
Alliance’s “Jewish Bomber” Damon 
Feldman. Feldman, a former profes- 
sional boxer (9-0, 4 kayos) has been 
circulating a press release in the 
Philadelphia area promoting “The 
Ultimate Jewish Showdown” between 
himself and the former WCW World 
champion. Here’s what Feldman has 
in mind: a three-round bout in which 
the participants box one round, wres- 
tle the second round, and engage in 
no-holds-barred warfare in the final 
round. 

Feldman, the GWA boxer vs. 
wrestler champ and International No 
Holds Barred Fighting Federation 
champion, challenged Mike Tyson and 
The Sandman (Hak) in the past. 





“Tyson wasn’t man enough, The Sand- 
man was a chump, and Goldberg is 
about to be stopped,” said Feldman. “‘Is 
he man enough to accept my challenge?” 

Whether Goldberg is man enough 
to meet Feldman’s challenge is a moot 
point because WCW would most like- 
ly not let Goldberg participate in a 
UFC-style match, even though he’s 
made his interest in shootfighting 
known. There were even rumors of 
WCW bringing in the UFO’s Mark 
Coleman to face Goldberg at one 
point, but an agreement between the 
two parties couldn’t be reached, 

GWA promoter Izzy Aviles doesn’t 
expect WCW or Goldberg to take up 
Feldman’s offer. “But if they do,” 
Aviles explained, “we would have it as 
a charity event to benefit Jewish orga- 
nizations all along the East Coast.” 

Hostile takeover. There’s a move- 
ment afoot in the North Carolina-based 
AIWF to prove that it is the most hard- 
core organization in the world today. 
Of course, proving that claim requires 
AIWF competitors to perpetrate ghast- 
ly acts of violence upon each other— 
and fire has become the weapon of 
choice. 

The biggest firebug has been 
heavyweight and tag team champ Rick 


Deezel, who has made a 
postmatch ritual of setting 
his opponents ablaze. On 
May 1, Deezel success- 
_| fully defended his title 
against Robbie Evil. But 
when Deezel said he 
wanted to find out what 
Evil was made of, he 
must have been referring 
to the challenger’s chemi- 
cal composition, because 
moments after the match, 
Evil went up like a pile of 
kindling. He was quickly 
extinguished, but not 
before he suffered burns 
on his hands, face, chest, 
and torso. 

One week later, Don 
Carson was given the 
same treatment, only 
Carson had the misfor- 
tune of being run over by 
Deezel’s truck in a park- 
ing lot brawl before being lit up. 
Much to his chagrin, Carson has 
become the pyromaniacs’ target of 
choice in the AIWF. He’s been 
burned several times by Deezel and 
other competitors. 

“If Carson can’t take it, maybe he 
should go to ECW with the rest of the 
wusses,” Deezel said. “AIWF is the 
king of hardcore. We prove it by hav- 
ing the bloodiest matches and most 
violent feuds. ECW sold out, so now 
we're showing everybody how hard- 
core’s done.” 

B-Sharpe. Good news here. Former 
WWFE star Larry Sharpe, who was 
diagnosed with leukemia several 
months ago, has learned that his cancer 
is in complete remission. “I’ve fin- 
ished my chemotherapy and I feel 
great,” Sharpe told me. “But I still 
have to take medicine. 

“T want to thank all my fans, past 
and present, for the support they’ve 
given me throughout my illness. Every 
letter, card, and phone call means the 
world to me.” 

Incidentally, Sharpe’s training facil- 
ity, The Monster Factory, formerly of 
Clementon, New Jersey, moved down 
the road to Mantua, New Jersey, and 
reopened on May 29. LJ

BET YOU saw the headline of this story and said, 

“Tell me something | don’t know!” Well, | was his 

closest friend for a long time, and let me tell you: 
There’s plenty to be afraid of—and | don’t mind 
admitting it. 

scott Steiner was my best friend. At least | thought 
he was. Now he’s the deadliest enemy I've ever 


Steiner is more than a 
muscleman in the ring. 
Booker T knows it, fans 
who watched Steiner a 
decade ago know it, 
and now Steiner is out 
to prove it. 
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faced. Look at him from a physical 
standpoint. His 23-inch pythons 
are the biggest in wrestling. One of 
his legs is as wide as Rey Misterio 
Jr.’s entire body! 

oteiner’s fantastic body might 
make you overlook another fact: 
He is an absolute master in the 
squared circle. He’s always flexing 
his muscles and talking about his 
body and, yes, part of it’s because 
he’s in love with himself. But 
scotty is deviously smart. He in- 
tentionally uses his physique as a 
distraction. While his opponents 
are training to face a hulking mus- 
cleman, they forget he is a superb 
tactician. 

Of all the things that make 
Steiner scary, that frightens me the 
most. 

A lot of people say that the 
scott Steiner of today isn’t the 
Scott Steiner of yesterday. He isn’t 
the young lion who burst onto the 
WCW scene in '89 and captured 
three World tag team titles within 
three years. That Scott Steiner 
used dropkicks, flying bodypress- 
es, and sunset flips. That Scott 
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lf roughing up a referee is what it takes to get noticed, Steiner 
doesn't mind doing that (left). He also doesn’t mind threatening 
fans with chairs, either (below). 


Steiner

| used to agree with that view. 
Whenever | tagged with “Big 
Poppa Pump,” | resembled the 
young Scott Steiner more than he 
did. | did the dropkicks, flying 
bodypresses, and sunset flips. 
scotty was the muscles of the 
team. 

After | hurt my neck, | became 
his cornerman. | saved his butt 
more times than | can remember 
with my outside interference—or 
so | thought. 

My opinion of him began to 
change when we started arguing. 
We bickered backstage a lot a few 
weeks before our split on TV. He 
Started questioning my loyalty and 
asking why | wasn't helping him as 
much. Scotty had become accus- 
tomed to me smashing his opponent 
with a chair or sliding him a pair of 
brass knucks at the right moment. 

He was right. | wasn’t interfering 





as much. During those last few 
weeks | was in Scotty’s corner, | 
had started looking at him as an 
opponent rather than as a team- 
mate. | imagined how I'd wrestle 
him. The more | watched him, the 
more intimidated | became. 

Whenever | saw sweat pouring 
down his face, or saw him doubled 
over for air, | stayed put. He would 
glare at me, wondering why | 
wasn't helping out. Then, all of a 
sudden, he would dive under his 
opponent and execute a fireman’s 
carry, a headscissors, or even a 
surfboard. When Scotty was in a 
pinch, he would resort to those 
amateur moves that made him an 
all-American at the University of 
Michigan. 

| realized all of us had been 
fooled. Scotty had us believing that 
he was a musclehead who could 
only do bodyslams, backbreakers, 
and, of course, the Steiner recliner. 
But he proved that even without 
“Buff Daddy” around, he could 
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could cause problems for Goldberg, too. 


always go back to basics. 

That's when | started rethinking 
my strategy against Steiner. He 
was a genetic freak, plus he could 
wrestle on the mat. | realized that 
was a tough combo. Easy, | 
thought, /‘l/ just go to the air if we 
ever wrestle. How could he ever 
defend himself? 

| felt pretty confident ... until 
scotty defended the TV title 
against Booker T on Monday Nitro 
a few months ago. | thought 
Booker would be his toughest chal- 
lenger yet, and Scotty wasn’t tak- 
ing him lightly, either. Scotty 
watched a dozen tapes of Booker 
before that match. He was reaay. 

Again, that's where the master 
tactician comes in.

Kane refused to team with 
Mankind ot SummerSlam, then hit Mankind with  sledgehom- 
mer after The New Age Outlaws had beaten him for the tag belts .... 
Wrestled with Undertaker and Kane in four-way matches against Austin 
for the World fitle ... When the World title was declared vacant, a title tournament was held, 
Mankind lost to The Rock in the tournament final at the 1998 Survivor Series. It was a double- 
cross by McMahon, who ordered the bell rang immediately after Rock placed Mankind in a 
sharpshooter ... Mankind, who had been calling McMahon “Dad,” realized he had been 
screwed by McMahon ... Got revenge against McMahon at Rock Bottom. Busted a few of The 
Rock’s ribs before the show, then gave every member of Vince's entourage a taste of the 
mandible claw ...

Raw’s titanic ratings during a 

four-week time span are record- 
breaking and earth-shattering. Or 
should we say WCW-shattering. 

There were those who believed 
the WCW ills could be eliminated if 
it could just prevent its 8 p.m. 
(Eastern) viewers from clicking 
over to Raw when the show comes 
on the air at 9. But that really 
hasn't been WCW’'s biggest prob- 
lem. It’s really the other seven 
quarter-hours and the overrun that 
now present the problem. While it’s 
true that Nitro’s numbers do not 
drop after the first hour, they start 
falling, even plummeting, soon 
thereafter. 

Usually, overruns show a very 
high rating, some would say artifi- 
cially so. A viewer could be watch- 
ing two to three hours of non- 
wrestling programming, only to 
tune in at the close of the final hour 
to catch any late-breaking action. 
From the numbers, the curiosity- 
seekers are partial to Raw over- 
runs. The week of May 18 saw the 
largest gap in recent memory. A 
difference of over five ratings 
points separated Nitro from Raw. 

Nitro needs to stop Raw’s mo- 
mentum—and fast. 

Jake Uncaged ... Steve Austin 
showed two sides to his personaili- 
ty. First, he appeared on The Late, 
Late Show With Craig Kilborn. 
There, Austin talked frankly about 
how he came to be “Stone-Cold” 
and his feelings on other WWF 
superstars.

a clear second. Might Raw become 
of secondary importance to the 
WWE? 

The pressure will obviously be 
on McMahon to produce two must- 
see programs each week, and that 
might not be as easy as it sounds. 
But anyone who knows McMahon 
knows he will do everything in his 
power to see that his shows beat 
WCW’s programs every Monday 
night and every Thursday night. C1)

too far off.”

crowd to look at the dirty, fat, out-of-shape 
Kansas City sweathogs they call husbands, 
then lay their eyes on a rea/ man.” 

“Ravishing” Rick Rude was stylishly tacky. That 
may be a disrespectful way to describe a superstar in 
the wake of his premature death, but that’s how I'll 
remember him. 

Rude died at North Fulton County Hospital in 
Georgia on April 20, shortly after he was found uncon- 
scious at his home in Alpharetta, Georgia. The cause 
of death had not been determined as of press time. 

Despite a back injury that sidelined him from active 
competition in 1994, he was still a major force in the 
sport, making appearances in WCW, the WWF, and 
ECW. During the past few years, he was a member of 
the premier cliques of all three federations, including 
the New World Order, DeGeneration X, and ECW’s 
Triple Threat. No one else can Jay claim to that 
accomplishment. 

As dapper as Rude looked wearing a suit and car- 
rying a briefcase, | prefer to remember him at the 
height of his career. He dominated every federation in 
which he competed. He held the WCW United States, 
WWF Intercontinental, and World Class, Southern, 
and WCW International heavyweight titles. While he 
never held a world championship recognized by this 
magazine, Rude was a huge impact player in many 
prominent promotions. 

Rude was every promoter’s dream. He was athleti- 
cally gifted and had the personality to match. And he 
was loyal to his principles. He sold his services to the 
highest bidder, insulted every capacity crowd, and

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never sought fan approval. Brandi Mankiewicz was 
always very proud of him. 

| began following Rick Rude’s career in 1983, back 
in the days when he spelled his surname “R-O-O-D.” 
Only two years into his pro career, he received an 
education in toughness in Georgia and the Mid-South, 
where he was knocked around by the likes of The 
Road Warriors and Mr. Wresiling II. 

He dominated the Florida scene for much of 1985 
while under the tutelage of Percy Pringle (Paul 
Bearer), who advised him to compete in World Class. 
Rude was a natural enemy of the Von Erichs, and as 
the American champion in World Class, he infuriated 
Texas mainstays when he was declared World Class’ 
“world” heavyweight champion when it seceded from 
the NWA in 1986. 

That was akin to beating up the Cartwrights and tak- 
ing over the Ponderosa. Rude loved every minute of it. 

By the time Rude hit the WWF in 1987, he was a 
bona fide star. But fame didn’t mellow his bristling per- 
sonality. Rude’s feud with Jake Roberts became per- 
sonal when “The Ravishing One” began wearing tights 
depicting Roberts’ wife, Cheryl. 

Disgusting and tacky. Really good stuff, too. 

He pulled another tacky stunt during his stint in ECW. 
He was an associate of The Triple Threat when clique 
leader Shane Douglas asked Rude to find suitable chal- 
lengers for his ECW title. On the night of October 16, 
1997, in Queens, New York, Rude chose fellow Triple 
Threat member Bam Bam Bigelow, who defeated a 
shocked and unprepared Douglas fairly easily. 





The late Rick Rude was a very special wrestler. He was talented 
enough win titles in almost every promotion he wrestled for, 
and arrogant enough to dance over his defeated foes. 


A month later, Rude performed the ultimate act of 
tackiness—and a bit of TV hocus-pocus—by appear- 
ing on a taped Raw Is War on the same night that he 
debuted on a live Monday Nitro. That sneaky deed 
placed him in the good graces of Eric Bischoff and the 
NWO and assured him a future in WCW. 

But it was as the close friend and confidant of long- 
time friend Curt Hennig that Rude made headlines. He 
used his acid dry wit to bash Hennig’s opponents ver- 
bally and used his metal briefcase to punish them 
physically. 

Rude, apparently believing that his back had 
healed sufficiently, was reportedly thinking about 
returning to the squared circle at the time of his death, 
most likely in the WWF. His risque style, which was 
considered abhorrent only a decade ago, would have 
fit in perfectly with the WWF's bad attitude brand of 
sports entertainment. Judging from the wild reaction 
he received during his brief stint as a bodyguard for 
DeGeneration X, his second foray into WWF competi- 
tion could have been even more successful than his 
first. 

A showdown with WWF World champion Steve 





Rude took on the role of manager after suffering a career-end- 
ing back injury in 1994. Regardless of his role, he managed to 
remain a major force in ECW, WCW, and the WWF. 
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The Val Venis character is just one of many that borrows heavi- 
ly from the “Ravishing” Rick Rude persona. Ironically, Rude 
was contemplating a comeback in the WWF at the time of his 
death. 


Austin must have been foremost on his mind. With his 
blend of strength, finesse, and experience, Rude 
could have been “Stone-Cold’s” toughest opponent 
yet. It's a shame that match never happened. 

“There's an aspect of Rude’s personality that won't 
be explored in the tributes and honors you'll hear in 
the coming months,” Contributing Writer Liz Hunter 
told me shortly after his death. “In the male-dominated 
world of wrestling, he'll be hailed as a great athlete 
and a tremendous champion. But there’s no underesti- 
mating the throngs of women he attracted to the are- 
nas. He often came across as degrading and imma- 
ture, but that did give him a certain bad boy appeal.” 

As was the case with legends who have died 
before, elements of his personality and ring style live 
in today’s generation of stars. Val Venis doesn’t have 
Debra’s face on his tights, but his hip-swiveling and 
prematch comments are very Rudesque—minus the 
trash-talking. 

Scott Steiner walks in Rude’s darker shadow. He is 
arrogant and in love with himself, yet comes across as 
barbaric and primitive. If you combine Venis and 
Steiner, you'll come up with something close to Rude. 
Val and Scott would probably be the first to admit it. 

Stylishly tacky. I'm sure that’s how Rick Rude would 
want us to remember him. CJ

Kane has been rejected by 
Chyna, who promised to raise him 
to glory before ending their rela- 
tionship with a perfectly placed 
chair shot to the back. Kane has 
also been rebuffed by Vince 
McMahon, who castigated him 
publicly for being “the dumbest 
champion in the history of the 
WWF.” 

X-Pac, meanwhile, has been 
betrayed by both Chyna and 
Hunter Hearst Helmsley; he has 
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seen his beloved DeGeneration 
X clique dismantled like the 
weaker of two warring Mafioso 
families. 

The upshot of all this rejection is 
two wrestlers with tenuous self-confi- 
dence and even less trust of others. 

“Is it any wonder they're wary of 
each other?” wondered Jim Ross. 
“For every handshake the two of 
them have exchanged, there's 
been a stab in the back. | guess 
we should just be pleased they 
have a working relationship. 
Maybe that’s enough to keep them 
successful together.” 

The 1973 Oakland A’s did it, as 
did the 1977 New York Yankees. 
Both were teams with great skill 
and athleticism ... but bad blood 
coursing through the clubhouse. 
Wrestling is different, particularly 
when the “team” consists of just 
two players. In the X-Pac/Kane 
partnership, there is no buffer, no 
manager or silent partner to act as 
psychologist when things go hay- 
wire between the two. 

“They desperately need a sta- 
bilizing factor,” added Hoss. 
“Without a guiding force, | don't 
see much of a long-term future 
here.” 

Don’t expect a Shawn Michaels 
or Paul Bearer to assume that 
role. According to reliable WWF 
sources, one WWF personality 
has approached Kane and X-Pac 
about being their manager.

So Kane and X-Pac will march 
on, each to his wildly uneven beat.

One can only hope 
that in the bizarre, insane worlds of 
Kane and X-Pac, distrust and dis- 
cord are the keys to wrestling 
greatness. a 


One can’t help but wonder why Saturn (battling Bigelow) 
would allow himself to again be manipulated by Raven. 
Hasn't he learned his lesson yet? 


he seemed more upbeat. The fans 
quickly sided with him. So did 
Saturn, who discovered a kinder, 
gentler Raven. 

Still, one has to wonder: What's 
really going on here? 

“Three months is too short a time 
for a person to change, if change is 
possible at all,” Dr. Basil said. 
“From my point of view, Raven has 
deep-seeded issues that go all the 
way back to his childhood, which is 
the source of most adult psycholog- 
ical problems. Perhaps those three 
months away from the ring gave 
him a fresher perspective on life 
and allowed him to think things 
through, but a man who fries to 
solve deep psychological problems 
in three months is much like an 
alcoholic who slams down his last 
drink and says, ‘That's it, I'm never 
having another.’ These problems 
are not so easily cured. In my opin- 


ion, it’s only a matter of time before 
the old Raven resurfaces. He has 
to. The old Raven is hidden just 
slightly below the surface.” 

lf he’s hidden at all. Perhaps the 
old Raven isn’t even a few months 
away. Perhaps he’s already there: 
using Saturn, playing with his mind, 
getting Saturn to do what he wants 
him to do, such as helping him win 
the WCW World tag team title. 

“No doubt, the old Raven was 
effective for a while in The Flock, 
but all of his cronies eventually 
turned against him,” said a WCW 
insider. “Perhaps Raven realized 
that his old methods of control 
weren't working, so he decided to 
try a more subtle means of mind 
control. In other words, rather than 
being so overt about controlling 
Saturn, he’s doing it in a milder 
way. Saturn is still his puppet, but 
the strings are invisible. Invisible to 





everyone, that is, except Raven.” 

lf true, this is a frightening 
prospect for Saturn. On the one 
hand, he'll never be his own man. 
He'll always be under Raven's 
control. On the other hand, he'll 
never realize he’s under Raven's 
control. There is no Flock to make 
it obvious. There's only this one 
question: How could Raven have 
changed so quickly? 

Dr. Basil's answer: He couldn't 
have. 

As for Saturn, he’s too confused 
to realize what’s going on. He’s a 
man who's wearing a dress ... and 
loving it. He’s like the abused wife 
who keeps going back to the abu- 
sive husband.

HE GIANT BABA Memorial 

Show at the Tokyo Dome on 

May 2 will no doubt be remem- 
bered as the largest card in the history 
of All-Japan Pro Wrestling. Even more 
staggering than the attendance figure 
(approximately 65,000), though, was 
the defeat of Triple Crown champion 
Vader at the hands of Mitsuharu 
Misawa, After 18 minutes of hard-hit- 
ting action, Misawa used a series of 
his trademark running elbow strikes to 
the head to put Vader down for the 
count. It marked the beginning of 
his fifth reign as Triple Crown 
champion. | 

Another bout at the Baba Mem- 
orial saw the returning Toshiaki 
Kawada defeat Hiroshi Hase. 
Kawada had been out of action since 
breaking his arm in a match against 
Misawa on January 22. A six-man 
tag on the card, which featured the 
unusual team of Hayabusa, Tiger 
Mask IV, and The Great Sasuke, 
raised some eyebrows as Sasuke 
wore his International Wrestling 
Grand Prix junior tag team belt to the 
ring. All [WGP titles are defended in | 
New Japan, the chief rival to All- 
Japan, so Sasuke’s actions created 
some rumblings both backstage and 
among fans. 

Following the death of AJPW 
President Baba in January, the com- | 
pany had to be restructured, and the 
results are finally evident. Misawa 
has become the president, with | 
Kawada and Mitsuo Momota being | 
named the two vice presidents. 
Misawa has gone public with his 
intentions to work with other pro- 
motions, and the recent lineup at the 








Japan will agree to work with New 
Japan, a pairing that would be compa- 
rable to a domestic agreement between 
the WWE and WCW. 

To that end, New Japan star and cur- 
rent IWGP heavyweight champion 
Keiji Muto has expressed interest in 
facing a number of All-Japan’s top ath- 
letes, most notably Misawa and Ka- 
wada. Tabloid newspapers and wres- 
tling newsletters have been buzzing 
with reports that Misawa has been talk- 
ing regularly with New Japan’s Masa 


Chono about the future of the two com- 
panies and the possible co-promotional 
shows that could follow. 

While many questions go unan- 
swered in regard to this story, one 
thing is certain: Drastic change will be 
slow in coming to the traditional world 
of puroresu. Years of animosity must 
be put aside before the two biggest 
promotions in the Orient will be able 
to start working together. 

The WAR promotion issued two 
odd statements in recent weeks, the 
first of which was the announcement 
of the formation of a new tag team 
consisting of Genichiro Tenryu and 
Tokyo Magnum. Even more outra- 
geous than this weird duo is a chal- 
lenge sent out to WCW on behalf of 
Tenryu. Apparently, for the seventh 
anniversary show for the WAR group, 
Tenryu wants to face none other than 
current WCW mainstay Bill Goldberg 
for the J-1 Rikidozan title. Neither 
Goldberg nor WCW had responded 
as of press time. 

The tremendously popular 
women's organization Arsion has 
entered into a formal working 
agreement with Ultimo Dragon’s 
Toryumon promotion, In the com- 
ing weeks, Arsion’s top athletes 
will travel to Mexico to appear on 
| Toryumon shows there. After a 
brief stint with Toryumon, Arsion 
| wrestlers will also compete for 
AAA in Mexico, The group will be 
back in Japan in time for cards in 
Osaka and Tokyo for a card at 
Korakuen Hall and then the annual! 
“Queens” tournament. 

Super Delfin’s new promotion, 
Osaka Pro Wrestling, debuted with a 
cast of defecting wrestlers from 
Michinoku Pro, some new talent, 
and a few Luchadores as well. Using 
a roster that features the likes of 
Masato Yakushiji, Masaru Seno, 
Dick Togo, and Violencia, Osaka 
Pro is set for an ambitious tour of 
the country through the summer.

Knocking Nash? You might be a little surprised to 
see Kevin Nash’s name below the names of both new 
WWE World enamip The Undertaker and former champ 
— , Steve Austin in our Top 10. After 
all, “Big Sexy” is the reigning 
WCW World heavyweight cham- 
pion, and he should merit serious 
consideration for the fop spot, 
right? Well, you could easily 
make the argument that he didn’t 
do much to earn his World title 
shot against “Diamond” Dallas 
Page at Slamboree. Remember, 
Bill Goldberg pinned him cleanly 
at Spring Stampede, the pay-per-view that was held just 
one month earlier. 

The only reason Nash got his title shot was that he 
struck a deal with Ric Flair while Flair was World 
champion and WCW president. Flair guaranteed him the 
World title match at Slamboree if he made sure Flair 
didn't lose the belt in a four-way match on Nitro in 
April. Since the “Nature Boy” walked out of that partic- 
ular match as the champion, Nash got his title shot. But 
just a few weeks prior to Slamboree, he was pinned by 
Page in yet another four-way World title bout. 

So in other words, he didn’t have a whole lot of 
momentum going into his showdown with Page. And he 
was even pinned by DDP in that match—after “Macho 
Man” Randy Savage interfered. But thanks to Eric 
Bischoff, who told referee Nick Patrick what happened 
and asked him to restart the match, Nash got another 
chance. He made good on that opportunity by power- 
bombing and pinning Page for the championship. 

But what has Nash done since? On the good side, he 
has shown a willingness to put the gold on the line on 
Nitro and the occasional Thunder, but what we really 
want to see is him putting his belt on the line a lot more 
regularly and winning a lot of matches convincingly. 
Prior to his title win, Nash hadn't been appearing on 
many WCW arena shows ... and that didn’t change in

the first few weeks after Slamboree. 
The WWF, on the other hand, books its World champi- 


on on almost all arena cards (assuming he’s healthy) and 
he defends his belt on a good percentage of those cards. 

Since Nash did win the match at Slamboree cleanly 
once it was restarted, we've elected to give him the 
number-three spot, but we won't necessarily keep him 
there next month if he’s still champion. 


A tale of two Steiners. If we told you that one Steiner 
brother would make our Top 10 in this issue, you'd 
probably guess that it’d be Scott 
Steiner. After all, “Big Poppa 
Pump” has been making more 
headlines than his brother Rick 
the last few months. First he won | 
the WCW TY title. Then he lost it 
to Booker T. Then he beat up his | 
buddy Buff Bagwell because he 
blamed Bagwell for the TV title 
loss. Then he beat Booker T in the 
finals of a tournament for the U.S. 
belt. Heck, Scott is even featured on the cover of this 
very magazine. 

But since winning the TV title and reuniting with his 
brother at Slamboree, Aick has been the more dominant 
champion. What impressed us most was a series of wins 
he had against “Diamond” Dallas Page near the end of 
May. 

Meanwhile, Scott continues to do his best to cause 
trouble for some of his enemies in WCW (Sting and 
Goldberg, for example), but he didn’t do all that much 
wrestling in the weeks after he defeated Bagwell at 
Slamboree. It seems back problems are again plaguing

him. So until we see that he’s able to wrestle regularly 


again, we'll keep him out of the Top 10. Rick, who 
finally seems to be healthy again, grabbed the number- 
nine spot.
